Damage to the home, used for 
summer occupancy by nugatory 
workers, included every window 
in the house broken, furniture up­ 
set and tom, water fixtures rip­ 
ped out and porch 
posts torn 
from their foundations. 


The vandalism was discovered 
at 8:30 a.m.

Hundreds of ships and planes 
and 12,000 men of Joint Task 
Force Eight were standing by to 
begin the tests, which will con­ 
tinue for two or three months 
Nuclear warheads for all types 
of U.S. intercontinental and sub- 
marine-launched ballistic missiles 
will be tested. The explosive 
forces unleashed will range from 
a half megaton to about five meg­ 
atons. One megaton is equal to 
the force of one million tons of 
TNT 


To Detonate Warheads 


Plans call for the detonation of 
warheads of the Atlas. Titan and 
Minuteman intercontinental mis­ 
siles. A Polaris missile with a 
live nuclear warhead also will be 
fired from an atomic-powered sub­ 
marine. 
It was reported that the Atlas, 
Titan and Minuteman warheads 
would be boosted high over the 
Pacific by other rockets and then 
detonated 
Informed sources said that an 
Air Force proposal to launch an 
Atlas with a nuclear warhead 
from Vandenberg Air Force Base.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union today successfully launched 
an unmanned earth satellite on 
an orbit which will take it over 
major cities of the United States, 
the official Soviet news agency 
Tass announced. 
Tass identified the vehicle as 
Cosmos III, third in a series of 
satellites intended to study weath­ 
er and communications and the 
effects of radiation on man dur­ 
ing prolonged space flights. 


The announcement followed by 
one day the launching by the 
United States of a rocket aimed 
at the moon. 
Moscow Radio flashed the re­ 
port at 11:35 a.m. <3:35 a. rn 
EST), minutes after broadcasting 
a four-line statemer*. on the fir­ 
ing of the U.S. Ranger-4 moon 
rocket from Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
Monday. 
Tass said Cosmos III was “or 
biting 
close to th? calculated 
plan.” 
Hie announcement did not dis 
close the size or weight of the 
new Soviet satellite. 
The news agency said the So­ 
viet satellite was orbiting 
the 
earth every 938 minutes at 
height of between 141,98 and 446.4 
miles. 
“The radio-telemetric informa 
tion received from aboard the 
Sputnik shows that the inst rumen 
tation is functioning normally,’ 
Tass said.
